A Prisoner Makes a strong Effort and Fails 
at Last. 


ATHENS, Ga., September 14.—Special]— 
J. M. Timmons, the Oconee forger, attempted 
to break jailon Sunday night. He strippod 
the iron boops from his tub and converted 
them into saw blades. With these he scratch- 
ed on the iron grating for ten days and nights. 
He filed an iron bar one inch square as smooth- 
ly as if it had been a bar of wax. This gave 
him an opening abont fourteen inches square. 
He managed to get through this by stripping 
end soaping himself from head to foot. While 
trying to open one of the outer doors he 
was detected by the sheriff, carried back into 
his cell and chained to a staple in the middle 
of the floor. Timmons is a stout, fine looking 
fellow, twenty-four years old, and is shrewd 
and very strong. Hesays he wanted to get 
out of his cell because it wasso dark. He has 
been reading a great deal of earthauake liter- 
ature of late, andit is thought his passions 
are very much wrought up on the subject.

Betsy 
Harris, colored, and her husband separated, 
about a month ago, after be had beaten her.

Harris has not been captured, but if 
captured the colored peopie along the Ogechee 
road will probably lynch him, The crime is 
the most cowardly ever committed here.

CLOSE SCORE:

Roms, Ga, September 14.—[Special.]—Tho 
Atlanta Gun club left in good shape yesterday 
morning, accompanied by a number of friends, 
On reaching East Rome they were met by the 
Rome Gun club with several citizens, and car- 
ried tothe office of Mr. J. J. Seay, where a 
short reception was held and refreshments 
It was announced that a barbe- 
cue would be given at the country residence of 
Mr. T. F. Howell at twelve o’clock. Tho At- 


‘Janta team wanted a little practice, as the 


Rome teani’s trap was reported to be much 
weaker thanthe traps they had been practic: 
ing with. Carrfages were furnished and both 
teams went out to the grounds, where the At- 
lanta club practiced half an hour, while work- 
men were busy arranging benches and seats 
for the audience expected inthe afternoon. 
The shooting inthe morning was confined to 
the Rome traps, the Atlanta team alone 
doing the practicing. It was announced 
that there was a two yard handicap on num- 
ber ten guns, the shooting distance being 
eighteen yards. Inthe practice the Atlanta’ 
teem showed up well, congidering the differ- 
ence in the traps, Messrs. Hemphill and Leo- 
nerd took six pigeons without missing a single 
cne, while Messrs. Patterson, Venable, Clarke 
and Biock hit five.

ON HIS SPLENDID LAWN, 
through which a silver creek ran, a herd of 
Jerseys were kafing. Under some im- 
wense trees long tables were .spread 
fir the coming barbecue, andin the spring- 
house gallons of Jersey milk and golden buat- 
terin profasion. After a witty and appropri- 
ate welcome from Rev. Dr. Powers, which was 
responded to in fit terms by Judge Calhona, it 
was announced that dinner was ready. Under

SOME ANCIENT HISTORY IN FRESH 
GARB. 


Av Old Negro’s Recollections of Washington and 
Oornwallis-Scenes at the Surrender of the 
Britieh Army -Negro Stories in Virgin- 
ia Flour Substituted for Powder 


EASTERN VIRGINIA, September 12.—Thoe 
negroes are naturally great romancers, and in 
this part of the world they have had a num: 
ber of startling events to relate with enbel- 
lie) ments, First was “de resolution.” The 
last scenes of the revolution having taken 
place here, supplied the people with an as- 
tonishing fund ofanecdote and reminiscense, 
and the negroes were not slow to take their 
share. The flarry of 1812, when a British ship 
or two appeared in York river, and the sack- 
ing «f Hampton occurred, afforded the very o!d 
negioes, who might possibly have been born at 
the time, with personal experiences enough to 
establish them as minne singers. They seom 
to have agreed to lump their recollections and 
their traditions, and it isnot uncommon to 
this day to find a venerable darky who fot 
only ciearly remembers “de resolution,” but 
took an active part in it and was on terms of 
personal intimacy with Washington and Lord 
Cornwallis both. 

One of the most famuus of these was a cer- 
tsin Uncle Manuel belonging to one of the old 
fam ilies here, whose account of the siege of 
Yorktown wasinfinitely more graphic and in- 
teresting in every way than the comparatively 
tame story related in the history books. Uncle 
Manvel was a preacher on Sundays and a gea- 
eral factotum the rest ofthe week. He was 
the terror of the little darkies round about, 
whom he classified as “dem black niggers,” 
but adored by the children of; the planters in 
the neighborhood, who never read of any 
event in history of which Uncle Manuel was 
not am eye witness, nor ever heard of any 
place in the geography that Uncle Manuel 
hadn't been to. Le had seen Napoleon Bona: 


parte ‘“somewhar near de Norf 
Calliny LJine, he didn’t ’zackly recomem-: 
ber, and had viewed Niagara. 


The latter, however, disappointed him very 
buch, and didn’t throw up half as much 
spray as “de whale dat got stranded in de 
ribber, an’ when he snort he blowed de 
shingles off n yo’ pa’s new barn.”’

I wa; on a big 
black hoss, an’ we was gallopin’ ober de field, 
Gineral Washington shoutin’: ‘Whar s dat dam 
ole red-coat Cornwallis? Dog my cats, but 
I'm a-gwine to _spile he hide!” 
Arter awhile I look down inde holler bya 
ole ’simmon tree and, sho’ ’nuff, I see Gineral 
Cornwallis makin’ hisself small an’ tryin’ ter 
crawl under de fence. But de fence was too 
low tu de groun’. Gineral Washington he 
secn him too;so he gallopup an’ he bawls: 
‘Halt, you raskil)!’ Den Gineral Cornwallis 
he sot up on de groun’, and he eyeballs stood 
cut ’twell you could wrap grapevines roun’ 
’em, an’ he teef rattle like he had de ager. An’ 
he say: ‘Gineral.I—I~—g—gin it up!’ An’ 
Gineral Wasbington he didn’t say nuflin 
tall, but hedrawed hesword—I had done 
sharpen’ it up dat mornin’.” Here Uncle 
Manuel would make a dramatic pauge. 

“Honey, he drawed he sword—an’ he cut he 
hade right off!” 

It is strange that wherever the Hessians 
were, the tradition of the headless horseman 
survived, as told by Washington Irving. Tae 
same story is current hereabouts, of a headless 
Hessian mounted on a huge black horse. “I 
never see such a hoss,” as Uncle Manuel de- 
clared, who never poked his head out after 
da;:k, without seeing this unfortunate person, 
a d bai frequentiy had personal encounters 
with him, Perhaps nobody else ever did “ see 
sich a hoss.”” The truth was the Hessians did 
precious little damage to anything during the 
revolution except to the provender, and rarely 
ventured outside the British lines. If they 
encountered any Americans, these sen- 
sible Teutons prudently retired and 
left the British to settle with the 
enemy. This solitary horseman, being be- 
lated in crossing a stream, lost his head by an 
Americansabre stroke, but the only inconven- 
ience he suffered fronr this contrstemps was 
the inability to cross running water, so he 
epent his nights in galloping up and down the 
benks of a emall stream, which he never 
could c1 08s. 

The exact spot of Cornwallis’s surrender is 
not known. Fcrsomelfyears it was markel 
by a granite stone, but in the troublesome days 
of 1561-2, when Yorktown was another and a 
vaster camp,it disappeared. The present mon- 
ument, which was erected in 1881, is on a bluff 
overlooking the river, and is very noble and 
imposing. Many events of the surrender, 
which lie buried in what U ncle Emanuel con: 
temmptuously called “dem lyin’ history books,” 
are well remembered traditions here. One is 
that after the surrender Lord Cornwallis stood 
uncovered in the presence of Washington. 
‘Put on your bat, my lord,’’ said Washington, 

“It matters little,’ ‘replied Lord Cornwallis, 
“what now becomes of this gray head.” 

“Not so, my lord,” replied Washington. 
“There remain to you, I trust, many years of 
horor and usefulness,” 

Bat Cornwallis was right. All of his 
brillient military achievements, his splendid 
administration of India, was forgotten, and 
be was a disgraced man in En gland, while his 
superior, Sir Henry Ciinton, who put him in 
the trap where Weshington caught him, went 
comparatively scot free. Washington treated 
him with great liberality. allowing him 
to take virtually whatever he chose 
beck to England, but with character- 
ietic punctilio he abated no jot of wha’ was 
due the conquering army. Cornwallis would 
not personally make the surrender, bat sent 
bis sword by General O'Hara. General Wash- 
ington refused vf ee “By it, and deputed 

Lincoln in his piace, Whea the

English troops marched out with colors cased 
and the bands playing a doleful march, very 
aptly named “The World Turned Unside 
Down,” the men of Colonel Abercrombie’s 
regiment, which came first, instead of stack- 
ing their arms as required, threw them angrily 
in a heap on the ground, General Washington 
turned to Colonel Abercrombie, who 
had hid his face in shame and wrath, 
and requested him to order his mon 
to stack their arms properly. In the 
old order-book of that day is an allowanc» 
of flour ‘‘for wdering the men's heads.” 
They had not had any flour bread for weeks, 
but General Washington was not the man to 
receive the surrender of a gallant foe with un- 
powdered hair. Itis an extraordinary fact, 
which the writer of this has before stated in 
print and which has met with no contradic« 
tion, that at Yorktown surrendered the largest 
number of Englishmen who ever laid down 
their arms to any force—and this was not quite 
seven thousand, all told, officers and men. 
au glorious record 18 unparalleled in the his- 
ofany country. Eogland has had no Ulm, 
mPa no Sebastopol, but neither has she 
had a Sadowa ora Sedan. This was remem- 
bered when, at the celebration at Yorktown, 
President Arthur ordered the Eaglish flag to 
be ron up, and every gun on land and sea 
thundered a salute to the colors that were 
never lowered but once, and then to men of 
Anglo-Saxon race.

The End of the Dead Lock in the Senatorial Conven- 
tion- Hen, A. 8. Clay Unanimously Nomieat- 
ed—He Declines and Gives Hise Reasons 
~Hion. Frank Rice Withdraws, 


The senatorial convention began the third 
day of its session yesterday morning at 9 
o'clock, Mr. Hutchison, of Clayton, in the 
chair. 

There were no preliminaries and the voting, 
which had been suspended the evening vdefore 
atthe 79th ballot, was at once resamed. At 
no time since the opening of the convention 
bada nomination seemed so improbable. The 
oki tune of 6to 6G was taken up again and 
sounded in stubborn monotony timo ailver 
time. Occasionally a brief recess would bo 
taker, and delegates wou)! confer earnestly 
together. Sometimes a rumor that they had 
agreed- would be whispered arownd the room, 
but it would be falsified by the very next call 
of the roll, which would show Cobb and Clay 
ton firmly locked agaiust Fulton. 

The balloting went right ahead without any 
intermission save these small ripples.

Mr. J. B. Alexander, of Cobb. had returned 


and resnmed his place as secretary. Some of 
the Cobb delegates were absent, but a resola- 
tion allowing those present to cast the vote of 
the county was agreed to, 

J. M. Hawkins, of Clayton, was present as 
proxy for W. L. Watterson, and A. W. Mitch- 
ell. of Fulton, as proxy for W. L. Peel. 

There was nothing bat vote, vote, vote, from 
9.9’ dock to 11:45, with two or three brief in- 
termissions. faster bsloting was never seen, 
Within one hour 345 ballots were taken, or 
nearly six aminute. Cobb and Clayton voted 
for Judge Sessions, of Cobb, and Faiton stuck 
to Hon. F. P. Rice. The 119th ballot was 
reached at a quarter to eleven, and then a re- 
cess was taken until 12.50. 

This interval was used for consultation 
amongthe delegates. About five minutes be- 
fore the time appointed for reassembling sev- 
era’ members of the Fulton county delegation 
entered the hall, accompanied by Mr. Rice. 

“Rice has come to withdraw his name,” was 
the inference and remark on all sides. 

Chairman Hutchison rapped the convention 
to order, buta further recess until 1 o'clock 
wes ordered to give delegates more time to con- 
sult. Atl o'clock, just as the body was again 
gnnounced ready for business, Mr. Rics ad: 
vanced toa position in front of the Falton 
delegation and addressed the chair.

Mr. Clay Will Not Run. 


_ After the adjournment of the convention a 
CONSTITUTION reporter interviewed Mr. J. B.

Mr. Alexander said that he was not prepared 
to say whetber or not Mr. Clay would accept 
the nomination. Mr. Clay bad jast beon nomi- 
nated to represent his county in the lower 
house, 6nd would probably prefer not to accept 
the nomination to the senate. 

Hon. W. J. Winn, prominent in Cobb county 
politics, said to the reporter: 

“Idoubt Mr. Clay’s accepting the nomin- 
ation.

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UNIONS AT WAR. 


The Jarring of Rival Labor Organizatlous 
in Chicago, 

CHICAGO, September 14.—The stono con- 
tractors of Chicago, at a largely attended 
meeting today, formally resolved that they 
would refuse to farnish any material, directly 
or indirectly, to any builder or owner who 
ceuntenances what is termed as the arbitrary 
policy of the  bricklayers’ and _  stone- 
mesons’ unions. Bitter feeling betwecn the 
laiter unions on the one side and the stone- 
cutters’ union on the other has been brewing 
for sometime. The fight grows out of a claim 
made by the stonemasons, backed up by the 
bricklayers’ that they should be allowed to do 
a certain class of work kuown as “‘shoddy”’ at 
their rate of wages, which is somewhat lower 
than that of the catters. ‘The latter refused 


to allow their claim, and a week 
ago Sunday withdrew in a_ body 
from the trades’ assembly, which favored 


theiropponents. Since then the bricklayers 
have struck ona number of buildings where 
the stene cutters were hired by the contract- 
ors, and the cutters assert that the masons are 
incompetent to do the work, and they are rain- 
ing the stout industry here. Over 6,000 moe- 
chanics are directly involved inthe struggle, 
which threatens to paralyze the building 
operations throughout the city.

A BOYCOTTED RAILROAD 


TICKET BROKERS FIGHTING THE 
QUEEN AND CRESCENT. 


The Fight Has Ite Beginning in Cincinnati-The 
Sale of Iron Clad Tickets the Cause—Circulars 
Urging a Boycott Sent to All Ticket 
Brokers—Headlight Flashes, Bte. 


The Cincinnati Sun says: Many people, in- 
cluding even the traveling men, are of the 
opinion that the ticket brokers’ business cun- 
tists simply in buying and selling tickets from 
and to traveling men. Although this is quite 
& prominent feature in the brokers’ bnsines+, 
still it is not the most important one. Their 
main profits are derived from the railroad 
companies themselves. The railroad people 
either pay them a certain commission on ail 
tickets sold and redeem unsold tickets or sell 
them excursien tickets by the score. When, 
therefore, the Sun announces this morping 
that the Cincinnati Southern, or rather the 
Queen and Crescent, has been boycotted by 
the ticket brokers’ fraternity the roader will 
readily see that it is nota small matter for 
the Queen and Crescent. It may affect the 
road from $50,000 to $75,000 per annum. The 
trouble is this. Last Saturday night the 
ticket brokers of this city met in John M. 
Schiely’s office, on Fourth street, and adopted 
a resolution to the effact that a cirealar be at 
once iseued to all members of the American 
Ticket Brokers’ association and to the public 
in general, requesting them not to purchase or 
handle ironclad ticsets issued by the Qiceu 
and Crescent railroad. By ironclad ticke s i; 
meant when the purchaser has to sign his 
nane on the ticket when bought, and also sign 
again before the company’s agent on arrival at 
the destination indicated on the ticket or just 
before departing from that city homeward. 
Ironclad tickets are always limited, and in- 
clude a round trip. It is claimed by ths 
brokers here that the Queen and Crescent de- 


liberately sells the ticket brokers 
in the south aill the ironclad 
tickets the latter want, and _—»per- 


mitsthem also to signany name they choose. 
Naturally the broker signs a short mame and 
sends the returning coupon to his associates 
north. TheCinciunati brokers have received 
quite anumber of such coupons lately from 
Chatianooga, Atlanta, New Orleans and other 
southern points. But, the brokersclaim, the 
Queen and Crescent 1s attempting its utmost to 
make these return coupons void, and have in: 
troduced a rulethat the passenger must siga 
the ticket at the Central Union depot not svoa- 
er than one hour before the train leaves. Toe 
passenger is also asked many questions which 
are apt to confuse him, and is finally forced to 
acknowledge that he did not use the first aulf 
of the ticket. Heis then obliged to stay here 
or pay his full fare, and sends his “complaints 
tothe broker who sold him the ticket, and 
the broker in turn remits him the sam 
received for the ticket, Hence the 
brokers are wroth and haye sworn vengeance 
on the Queen and Crescent. They will! in fa- 
ture refuse to buy of the traveling man any 
ticket over the Queen and Crescent, and natn- 
rally, will not do any business with the road. 
In this way they will not be in position to 
oblige the traveler with a cheap ticket, and no 
doubt but that the read will be the loser, In 
summer time the Queen and Crescent issues 
round-trip tickets from the south to northera 
and eastern resorts,and many such tickets 
were purchased by the southera brokers, wav 
sent the return portions up here and in the 
porth. This trade the road will lose, the 
ticket brokers claim, and the brokers wili ea 

dceavor their best to diveréi as much trade as 
possiLle. The whole is a very interesting piece 
of history in railroading. 


An Unpopular Ruling. 


Instructions were received here yesterday 
by the various passenger agents to the effect that 
Arbiter Wilson, of the southern pool, had ruled 
that all baggage shouid be checked to the point 


desig nated on tickets sold, no matter of what class 


This ruling is considered to be an 
imposition on passengers who may desire to stop 
en route on unlimited tickets. Thus a passenger 
may purchase a ticket for NewYork, but may desire 
to slop Over for a day or more at Atlanta, Mont- 
gomery, Chattanooga, Cincinnati. or some other 
city, and in such event his trank would be sent on 
through to New York, and passenger agents would 
not be allowed to check baggage to any polut ex- 
cept to New York, the point mentioued on the 
ticket. Parties, therefore, would have no opportu- 
nity of changing clothes until they reached their 
destination.
